Mobs rampage in Chicago, 19 injured 


CHICAGO (UPO “ Window-smashing 
mobs led by the Students for aDemocra- 
tic Society rampaged through Chicago’s 
near North Side streets Wednesday night, 
shattering glass panes in apartments, 
homes and autos. 
Nineteen persons were injured, three 
of them by gunshot. 
n 
' Police said 66 persons were arrest­ 
ed on charges including aggravated bat­ 
tery, interfering with police, resisting 
arrest, mob action and disorderly con­ 
duct. Of the injured, 10 were police­ 
men. 
The rioting erupted on schedule — 
the first of four days that the Weath­ 
erman, a faction of the SDS and the 
Black Panther Party, had set to honor 
Che Guevara, the Latin American revo-

Angela to teach 
political beliefs

(UPI)— Communist 
Angela Davis, assistant professor of 
philosophy at UCLA, says she is not 
going to keep her political beliefs out of 
the noncredit course she teaches. 
Speaking to a crowd of 1,250 persons 
Wednesday, Miss Davis, who is appeal­ 
ing her notice 
of dismissal by Univ­ 
ersity of California regents, said, “ The 
fact that I’m a member of the Com­ 
munist party says something about what 
kind of mind I have. 
“ I can’t and won’t keep my political 
opinions out of the classroom. I think 
they belong there,” the 25-year-old Negro 
woman said. 
Miss Davis denied she had any direc­ 
tives from the Communist Party about 
how to conduct her class. 
In other developments, Gov. Ronald 
Reagan said UCLA Chancellor Charles 


E. Young and Dr. Donald Kalish, chair­ 
man of the Philosophy Department, vio­ 
lated a rule against hiring Communists. 
Reagan said, “ My personal opinion 
is this was deliberately contrived as a 
provocation to bring about a confron­ 
tation.” 
carried away by faculty attitudes. A 
small group of the faculty is using the 
students as cannon fodder,” the governor 
said. 
Young denied that he knew Miss Davis 
was a Communist when she was hired 
and Kalish has denied such knowledge 
frequently.

Police stopped them from progressing 
southward, but the militants coursed 
through the near North Side and Old 
Town areas, smashing hundreds of win­ 
dows, stoning autos and fighting police 


with chains. After the violence, a small 
number of young persons filtered back 
into the park early today, sitting around 
a fire made of park benches, “ rapping” 
and drinking beer. When police asked 
them to leave, they said “okay” and left. 


The three persons wounded by gunfire 
were identified as Marshal Birson, 22, 
of Connecticut; Elizabeth Gardner, 26, 
Seattle, Wash.; and John Vanvendall, 22, 
who would not give his address. One 
of the 10 Injured policemen suffered a 
broken back, police said. 
Park benches were torn up shortly 
after the rally began at 7 p.m. Wednes­ 
day and temperatures fell into the 50s in 
the lake front park. As the crowd swell­ 
ed to an estimated 600 to 800, signs 


saying “Viva Che” and “ Fascist pig 
Daley, free the Panthers now” were 
seen — the latter a reference to Mayor 
Richard J. Daley and recent shootouts 
with police at Black Panther party head­ 
quarters here. 


The vowed to stay in the park past 
the 11 p.m. closing time. Police said 
the park curfew would be enforced. 
But 45 minutes before curfew time, 
the demonstrators, led by five persons 
carrying Viet Cong flags and a blonde 
girl wearing a dress made out of the 
American flag, suddenly walked out of 
the park and headed down Clark Street. 
Before police contained them hundreds 
of windows were smashed and other 
property damage done.

U.S. deaths 
atlowest 
level in war 


SAIGON 
(UPI) — American battle 
deaths fell to their lowest level in almost 
three years last week— 64 men killed— 
amid calls at home for a faster U.S. 
withdrawal from the war. 
Military spokesmen said today the toll 
was the lowest in 34 months, or since the 
week that ended Dec. 3, 1966, when 34 
GIs died in action. Nine hundred Am­ 
ericans were wounded last week. 
The lull in fighting that began three 
weeks ago and dropped U.S. deaths the 
previous week to a two-year low contin­ 
ued today, with light combat reported. 
In the sharpest flareup, North Viet­ 
namese troops killed eight U.S. Mar­ 
ines and wounded 16 in a mortar and 
ground attack against the Marine camp 
south of the Demilitarized Zone this 
morning. Front reports said five of the 
attackers were killed. 
Figures through Oct. 4 showed the 
GI death toll was running 34 per cent 
lower under President Nixon than under 
former President Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Communist andSouth Vietnamese loss­ 
es fell last week, too— the government 
casualties to their lowest point in five 
months and the guerrilla deaths to their 
lowest point in 10 months. 
Spokesmen said the South Vietnamese 
lost 209 killed and 681 wounded. Their 
losses since May have been consistently 
higher than U.S. casualties, reflecting 
t heir increasing combat role. 
The Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
lost 1,899 men dead last week, the an­ 
nouncement said— the lowest guerrilla 
toll since the week ending Dec. 23, 
1968. 
Last week’s American death toll of 
64 compared with the 95 killed the pre­ 
vious eeek, a two-year low. In no week 
in 1968 were fewer than 100 men killed. 
The figures brought to 8,344 the num­ 
ber of U.S. servicemen killed in Viet­ 
nam this year, compared with 12,651 
for the same period of 1968. 
RR traffic 
controls 
Southern Pacific Railroad proposes 
to augment present traffic controls at 
the intersection of the railroad tracks 
and North A Street, at a cost to the city 
of $2,500. 
The railroad would pick up an equal 
share. Half of the city’s part reportedly 
would be reimbursed by the California 
Public Utilities Commission, but this 
was not certain today. 
A letter from Doug Soper, city traffic 
engineer and acting director of public 
works, indicates that the city is not con­ 
vinced that any part of the remedial ac­ 
tion should be borne by the city. City Ad­ 
ministrator Gene Wahlers authorized the 
explorator letter, according to Soper. 
Soper has also queried the PUC for a 
set of regulations governing the conduct 
of traffic at the controversial intersec­ 
tion and for some determination onwheth- 
er the city should have to share in the 
cost of augmenting the present electron­ 
ic control system. 
Railroad officials propose to augment 
the present system to make the protec­ 
tive gates fall into place sooner and to 
remain down at ail times when freight 
cars are In the intersection or when ap- 
proaching, particulary from the east. 
The present system was installed in 
1967 in a joint program between the city 
and the railroad. Since that time tfye in­ 
tersection has been racked by alleged 
abuses and malfunctionings which have 
been blamed on the controls. One woman 
motorist was Injured at the intersection 
in a collision of her car and a train.

Judiciary committee 
okays Haynsworth 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate Ji>- 
diciary Committee approved the Supreme 
Court nomination of Judge Clement F. 
Haynsworth by a 1CW6 vote today but his 
chances of winning confirmation by the 
Senate itself were considered hazardous. 
The floor battle over President Nix­ 
on’s controversial choice of the 
56- 
year-old South Carolinian is not expect­ 
ed to begin for at least two weeks. 
The Judiciary committee chairman, 
Sen. James O. Eastland, D-Miss., said 
it would take that long for formal reports 
both pro and con to be prepared and 
printed. 
Eastland predicted confirmation by a 
comfortable margin although other, in­ 
formal counts indicated the vote may be 
quite close. 
The vote recommending Haynsworth as 
an associate justice came after a two- 
hour closed committee session. Five Re­ 
publicans and five Democrats voted for 
him; five Democrats and one Republican 
-GOP Senate Whip Robert M. Griffin- 
voted 
against. Sen. 
Charles 
McC. 
Mathias, R-Md., abstained. 
In addition to Eastland, those voting 
for Haynsworth were: 
Sens. John L. McClellan, 
D-Ark.; 
Thomas J. Dodd, LWConn.; Sam J. Erv­ 
in, 
D-N.C.; Robert C. Byrd, D-W. Va.; 
Roman L. Hruska, R-Neb.; 
Hiram L. 
Fong, 
R-Hawaii; 
HUGH Scott, R-Pa.; 
Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., and Marlow 
W. Cook, R-Ky. 
Voting against Nixon’s nominee were 
Sens. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich.; Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass.; Birch Bayh, D- 
Ind.; Quentin N. Burdick, N-N.D.; Jo- 
seph D. Tydings, D-Md., and Griffin. 
Bayh said the committee vote would 
have no effect on the floor decision. 
“ None of us in our wildest dream thought 
we would defeat him in committee,’’ 
Bayh told reporters. 
Eastland said most of the closed ses­ 
sion was spent discussion Haynsworth’s 
connections with a vending machine com­ 
pany. 
It was Haynsworth’s ownership of a 


one-seventh interest in a vending ma­ 
chine firm that had contracts with south­ 
ern textile plants that led to some of the 
allegations of conflict of interest against 
him. 
Haynsworth cast a deciding vote in a 
ruing several 
years ago in favor of a 
textile firm in a labor practices case 
before his 4th Circuit Court of Appeals. 
At today’s committee meetng, Bayh 
presented a “ bill of particulars” against 
Haynsworth, 
including instances of the 
judges involvement with litigants before 
his court. 


Eastland, who supported Haynsworth's 
nomination from the time President Nix­ 
on announced it in August, predicted Hay­ 
nsworth would win confirmation “ by a 
comfortable majority in the Senate.’’ 
The committee vote in Haynsworth’s 
favor had been anticipated but there was 
no certainty that he could win confir­ 
mation Jrom the Senate itself. 


However, the Nixon 
Administration 
was making an open fight on Hayns­ 
worth’s behalf with Vice President Spiro 
T. 
Agnew acting as chief spokesman.

Forty-two teenagers appeared for an 
Informal but provocative 
“ rap 
ses­ 
sion” with members of the Paiks and 
Recreations Commission last night to 
discuss their needs for a Youth Center. 
The Center, currently undergoing feas­ 
ibility studies by local youth and adults, 
has been tentatively included in the pro­ 
posed Pyon Park Improvements project. 
Mark Thomas spokesman for one teen 
group, listed some of the facilities de- 
sired: a 
dance 
floor with a stage 
for a band, kitchen for refreshments, 
quiet rooms for talk sessions, patio 
with a fireplace, pool table, air condi­ 
tioning, 
built-in amplifiers 
and room 
speakers with off-on switches. 
But of far deeper concern to youth 
than facilities was the role of the Center. 
Opinions were diverse, and many. 
'Too many restrictions,” and “not 
enough activities,” were nixed by the 
group. The majority felt their Youth 
Center should be mostly self-governing, 
but were not certain how to accomplish 
this aim. Suggestions ranged from the 
formation of an adult-teen board to as­ 


sisting in the selection of an adult man­ 
ager-counselor who would be employed by 
the city in an $8,000-112,000 a year 
job. 
A manager “ should be like a priest,” 
said one girl. “ He should be able to 
keep confidential Information.” If a youth 
arrived in possession of marijuana, for 
Instance, the majority felt the man­ 
ager should not turn him in to the police, 
but instead, ask him to leave the prem­ 
ises. “We need someone who could un­ 
derstand our problems with an open 
mind,” said another teen. 


Many approved of the informal atmos­ 
phere 
of the defunct coffeehouse, The 
Prophet. “ It didn't matter if you burned 
a hole In the rug or put your feet on 
the furniture,” said a boy. *We need 
someplace to loosen up after school,” 
said another youth in favor of a Youth 
Center. 
A 
commission 
then queried 
the 
group: “Would this (abuse) happen toine 
Youth Center and cause its eventual clos­ 
ing?' 


“ No,” came the reply. . . “we learn­ 
ed from mistakes made at the Pro- 
Dhet.” 


Serving as youth liaison to the Com­ 
mission was Dave Ecret of the Lompoc 
Jaycees, sponsoring organization for a 
group of teens dedicated to raising funds 
to support the proposed Youth Center. 
After the meeting, Recreation Sup­ 
erintendent jack Anderson voiced the 
opinion of some commission members — 
“ It’s going to be a big problem; one 
that can’t be solved overnight. Obvi­ 
ously, these kids need a nt&ce to go.” 
But he felt those in the audience repre­ 
sented only one teen element in Lompoc. 


Commission chairman Larry F linking- 
shelt said both adults and students learn­ 
ed about success and failure of youth cen­ 
ters from this meeting, “ but whatever 
we try now is going to have to be 
something new — what has already been 
tried, has failed.” He added that he 
was glad to see such a good turnout of 
Interested youth.

Reinecke will not run 
for Senate next year

says he 
intends to run for governor in 
1174 and won’t seek U.S. Sen. 
George 
Murphy’s 
seat 
next 
year 
even if the incumbent 
unexpectedly resigns. 
Reinecke’s declaration com­ 
pletely 
quashed 
reoccurring 
speculation-originating prim a­ 
rily in national m agazines-that 
if Murphy suddenly resigns for 
health or other reasons Gov. 
Ronald Reagan will appoint the 
lieutenant governor as Califor­ 
nia’s new junior senator. 
“ T h ere’s no basis for that at 
a ll,” 
Reinecke 
said 
in 
an 
exclusive interview. “ I wouldnt 
ask him (Reagan) and in fact if 
he 
w ere 
to 
ask 
me 
I’d 
recommend against it. I ’d like 
another four years and, on the 
assumption the governor doesnt 
run again. I’d like to move into 
that se a t.” 
Reinecke discussed his politi­ 
cal ambitions and Republican 
philosophy 
in 
the lieutenant 
governor’s modest quarters on 
the second floor of the state 
capitol, across from the senate 
cham ber where he presides as 
president. 
Reinecke, 
replying 
to 
a 
question, 
said he absolutely 
would not run for the U.S.Sen- 
ate next year even if Murphy 
decided not to run for election. 
Such a situation is not likely to 
occur anyway since the 67-year- 
old Murphy already has an­ 
nounced his candidacy for re- 
election and has scheduled a 
statewide dinner next Wednes­ 
day night to raise $300,000 for a 
campaign kitty.

governor that I am going to run 
for lieutenant governor,” said 
Reinecke, a handsome 45-year- 
old form er congressm an from 
the San Fernando Valley. “ I 
feel m orally obligated to stay 
here. 
“ B esides,” continued the man 
Reagan appointed to replace 
W elfare Secretary Robert H. 
Finch in January, “ I ’d much 
rather be in state government 
than in the federal government. 
I

legislature. 
You’re on the line, right in the 
decision making process. It’s 
m ore exciting.”

noted expert on the Mafia said

One property owner appeared

Councilman Art Scott said, 
however, that half a street, 
deeded to the city but undevel­ 
oped by the city, would be an 
undue hardship on a property 
owner. He said he did not think 
it was the intent of the law to 
create such an inequity for a 
property owner and he felt it was 
the duty of the city to take care 
of cleaning the land. 
Mayor Robert MacClure and 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton 
agreed.

Items: 
• In Redwood City, Calif., 
a woman has taken adver­ 
tisements out in periodicals 
announcing "moon dust” for 
sale. At $1.98 an ounce. She 
tells official inquiries, includ­ 
ing probing newsmen, she is 
doing it as a gae. But adds 
she has indeed filled several 
orders. 
• In Miami, Fla., a house­ 
wife has been approached by 
a door - to - door salesman 
dealing in “ lunar rocks.” 
She bought $5 worth. When 
her husband got home, she 
said later, “ he almost hit the

Flight Engineer Monitors 
JetLiner'sComplexPulse 


By ERNIE HOOD

Employment of flight engi­ 
neers is expected to increase 
r a p i d l y during the 1970s, 
s.nee, in most cases, jet- 
powered airlines require a 
third crew member, a quali­ 
fied pilot serving as flight 
engineer until his promotion 
to copilot. 
The flight engineer moni­ 
tors the operation of the dif­ 
ferent mechanical and elec­ 
trical devices aboard the air­ 
craft and keeps records of 
engine performance and fuel 
consumption. 


Before t ake-off s, he in­ 
spects tires and other out­ 
side parts of the plane and 
makes sure fuel tanks have 
been filled properly, etc. In­ 
side the plane, he assists the 
pilot ana copilot in making 
preflight checks of instru­ 
ments and equipment. Once 
the plane is airborne, he 
watches and operates many 
instruments and devices to 
check engine performance, 
air conditioning, pressuriz­ 
ing. electrical systems, etc. 
Upon landing, he also makes 
certain any mechanical trou­ 
bles that may have devel­ 
oped are repaired by me­ 
chanics. 
All flight engineers must 
be licensed by the Federal 
Aviation Administration. A 
man can qualify for a flight 
engineer’s certificate if he 
has had two years of training 
or three years of work expe­ 
rience in the maintenance, 
repair and overhaul of air­ 
craft and engines, including 
a minimum of six months* 
training or a year of experi­ 
ence on four-engine piston 
and jet planes. He may also 
q u a l i f y with at least 200 
hours of flight time as a cap­ 
tain of a four-engine piston 
or jet plane, or with 100 
hours of experience as a 
flight engineer in the armed 
forces. The most c o m m o n 


method of qualifying is to 
complete a course of ground 
and f l i g h t instruction ap­ 
proved by the FAA. 
In addition, an applicant 
for a license must pass a 
written test on flight theory, 
engine and aircraft perform­ 
ance. fuel requirem ents, 
weather as it affects engine 
operation, and maintenance 
procedures. In a practical 
ilight test on a four-engine 
plane, he must demonstrate 
his skill in performing pre- 
tlight duties and normal and 
emergency in-flight d u t i e s 
and 
procedures. He must 
also pass a rigid physical 
examination every year. 
Most scheduled a i r l i n e s 
now require applicants for 
flight engineer positions to 
have a commercial pilot’s li­ 
cense. but this qualification 
is not generally required by 
the nonscheduled airlines. 
For jobs as flight engi­ 


neers, airlines generally pre­ 
fer men 21 to 35 years of age, 
from 5-feet-6 to 6-feet-4, in 
excellent physical condition. 
They require a high school 
education, but p r e f e r men 
with two years or more of 
college. Airlines prefer to 
hire young men who already 
have a flight engineer cer­ 
tificate and a commercial pi­ 
lot’s license, although they 
do select a p p l i c a n t s who 
have only a commercial pi­ 
lot’s license and give them 
additional training. 
A flight engineer can be­ 
come a chief flight engineer 
for his airline. Advancement 
possibilities usually depend 
on his qualifications and the 
seniority provisions e s t a b- 
lished by airline union-man­ 
agement agreements. 
The L a b o r Department’s 
Bureau of Labor Statistics is 
now engaged in u p d a t i n g 
income averages, but as far 
back as 1966 flight engineers 
ranged from about $600 a 
month for new employes to 
$1,730 a month for experi­ 
enced f l i g h t engineers on 
jet a i r c r a f t international 
flights. Many e a r n e d be­ 
tween $1.000 and $1,500 a 
month.

thing from the moon.” 
Still in all. authorities are 
concerned. They fear lunar 
shams may be the coming 
thing in the nation. Because, 
history knows, some people 


are indeed silly enough to 
think they can buy some­ 
thing from the moon. 


A s p o k e s m a n for the 
national space administra­ 
tion sàys this; 
"Right now, there is little 
danger in losing any of our 
moon samples. Although they 
have been sent to all parts 
of the world for study, we 
have seen to it that they go 
by s p e c i a l courier only 
( usually examining scientists 
themselves). 
But 
in 
the 
future, as we get more of 
this stuff, the chances of los­ 
ing some of it will increase. 
And once any of it is lost, the 
wav may open for merchan­ 
dising frauds.” 
And the Harlem 
Better 
Business Bureau adds this: 
"It may seem incredible 
to think that anyone would 
fall for something like a 
moon rock sale. But these 
things do happen. Our re 
cords are full of some of the 
most incredible sales imag­ 
inable.” 


Larrie O’Farrell. who is 
the public relations director 
for the Harlem bureau, says 
bluntly that, alas, "people 
are very, very gullible.” She 
says middle-class people are 
least so. but very low and 
very h i g h income groups 
tend to be victimized by all 
kinds of spoofs. 
Says Miss O’Farrell: 
“ I ’m not really surprised 
that people buy moon rocks. 
Not when I consider all the 
other things they’ve bought. 
For example, the lady who 
came in one day to say that 
she just got a new Ouija 
board, but it didn't give the 
right answers, so she felt 
she was cheated. Then there 
are the hundreds of people 
who have purchased a ridic­ 
ulous 
automotive 
attach­ 
ment that is claimed to in­ 
crease gas mileage by 500 
miles-per-gallon. 
"But the most impossible 
thing I remember anybody 
ever f a l l i n g for was the 
‘guaranteed bug killer’ of a 
few years ago. 
They cost 
$2.98. We had so many com­ 
plaints we bought one our­ 
selves. Know what it was7 
It was two boards hooked 
together with a rubber band. 
The instructions — I ’m not 
kidding, there were instruc­ 
tions — said to get your bug, 
place him on the board, and 
hit him with the other board. 
Guaranteed!” 
Thus it is that concerned 
authorities, knowing human 
nature, look at early reports 
of lunar merchandizing with 
a sigh of here-we-go-again. 
Today, it’s moon rocks. To­ 
morrow maybe gen-u-wine 
moon cheese. And a decade 
hence? “ Look, mister, I tell 
you this lunai module is in 
perfect shape. It was only 
driven once—and by a very 
elderly astronaut at that.”

Each Dropout Has 
A Different Reason

WASHINGTON—< N EA)—For a thousand students who 
leave college before graduation there are a thousand rea­ 
sons why they did. 
“ I can ’t pinpoint any specific reasons,” said G. M. Koehl. 
assistant dean of the Columbian College of George Wash­ 
ington University who is also a student counselor. 
Dean Koehl said the reasons do fall into categories— 
inancial problems, m arriage, illness, academ ic failure— 
but he added: 


“The reasons are personal. Everypne has his own.” 
Less than half of the undergraduates who enroll in a 
college or university will graduate from the institution, 
according to Fredrick Houser, of the registrar’s office at 
GWU. 
But Houser quickly explains that most of those who leave 
the school where they began their studies do not really 
drop out. 


“They leave to earn enough money to return for another 
sem ester,” he said “Or they transfer to another univer­ 
sity. Others take jobs and stay in school as part-time 
students.” 
Houser estim ates only about 50 per cent of the students 
who enter school graduate in the allotted four years—or 
even in four years and one sum m er. 
"These students probably left school for a tim e,” he said, 
"but they did not drop out. A lot of them will finish in five, 
eight or even 10 years.” 


A lew students leave school because they have not ful­ 
filled the requirem ents for staying there. They flunk out. 
Some students accuse the colleges of planning to fail a 
certain percentage of the freshman class. The> say this 
happens especially at large state institutions where state 
law requires the college to accept applicants who would 
probably have been rejected by other schools. 


Such plotting is usually denied by university officials, 
but students say they have seen grade records which show 
that between one-third and one-half of the students enrolled 
in required freshman courses such as English com position 
or humanities and science surveys receive unsatisfactor\ 
grades 


Som etim es students who do not tail because of what they 
call the "flunk-out cla sses” are discouraged because of low 
grades in these courses. 
"I felt I couldn’t make it through school it I couldn't 
make above a D-plus average during my freshman years,” 
one student said after leaving the university at the end of 
his first year. "I found out later that it was more difficult 
to get a decent grade in those classes than in most upper­ 
classm an level courses.” 


Women students often leave college to get married. 
Although they may intend to return to school after they've 
gotten used to being m arried, the pressure of having a 
family to care for or working to allow the husband to finish 
school can frustrate those intentions. 
With one year left before graduation, one girl married 
and went with her new husband to another college where 
lie had taken a teaching assignm ent. She enrolled in sev­ 
eral classes, intending to finish the course work for her 
bachelor’s degree 
"She flunked the brilliant w ay,” her husband said, a 
little proudly. 
She never went to class, never studied 
I would have been disappointed if she had tried and failed ” 


She says she probably won t ever receive her degree now 
because she is expecting her first baby in six months. 
The fate of m ale students who leave school is alm ost cer­ 
tain 
i! they are physically able they will be drafted. And 
som etim es, a lew years m the Army will provide the train­ 
ing they need for a profession, or the incentive they need 
to finish school after they are discharged. 


“The reasons for dropping out ol school haven’t changed 
much in the .'10 years I have been counseling students.” 
Koehl said. 
The only difference is one Koehl doesn't think is an 
important one. 
Of those who leave because of illness, som e get sick 
because o! tbe abuse ol drugs That didn't happen 30 years 
ago. But it doesn’t happen that often now ”

Today’s hand might well 
be titled. “ Look before you 
ruff!”

If South ruffs this trick, he is 
not going to m ake his con­ 
tract but if South is alert he 
will sim ply discard his los­ 
ing spade and leave West on 
lead. 
There is no reason to make 
this play. That spade is a 
sure loser at som e stage of 
the gam e. Why not lose it 
right away and leave West 
on lead? 
West is left on lead, he can 
lead any one of three suits. 
His choice is unimportant, 
since any one of the leads is 
a loser. 
If he leads a club, South 
w ins in dum m y and discards 
a diamond. Then he takes 
the diamond finesse, cashes 
the ace of diam onds, ruffs 
his last low diamond with 
the queen or 10 of trumps.

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Citizen patrols 


Last weekend's school vandalism has rightfully drawn the ire 
of school authorities and the citizenry. The wanton destruction 
of school property cannot be condoned in any measure. 
Although many conclude who the guilty may be, the reasons 
for such acts are mysterious and locked in the minds of the 
guilty. Because of this, it is reasonable to assume that such 
acts will be repeated until some positive action is taken. 
l ast weekend’s violence was not isolated. Each Monday 
morning, many of the school principals are faced with acts 
of violence which occurred over a weekend. In a recent 
special report to the Unified School District board of trus­ 


tees, vandalism totaling thousands of dollars was revealed 
as having occurred since 1967. 
In the form of positive action, perhaps it may be well ad­ 
vised to study and copy action taken by Southland school dis­ 
tricts whereby citizen patrols of school campuses were organ­ 
ized on weekends through PTA action. 
Each school has a PTA, the “ citizen” arm, so to speak, 
of the individual school. Under PTA organization, we fail to 
see where volunteers would not come forth for a one or two 
patrol session on a Saturday and Sunday to protect their child’s 
pillar of learning as well as their tax dollars. 
Who really should pay? 


It is not just the high cost of running government that should 
concern Americans. The high cost of running FOR government, 
particularly on the national level, is becoming an increasing­ 
ly serious obstacle to the recruitment of good men for poli­ 
tical office. 
In 1968, 
more than $250 million was spent on the various 
national, state and local election campaigns. Large r-than- 
ever chunks of that money went for television, the most effec­ 
tive means of reaching large masses of the electorate simul­ 
taneously. 
The Republicans spent $12.5 million on television 
and radio alone to elect Richard Nixon president. Hubert Hum­ 
phrey's losing campaign cost the Democrats $6 million. 
A bill introduced in Congress by 38 senators and 34 rep­ 
resentatives would require the broadcasting industry to sell 
specified 
amounts of air time to congressional candidates 
at rates reduced to 20 or 30 per cent of the normal commer­ 
cial rate. 
The proposal is attracting wide bipartisan, or nonpartisan, 
support both in and out of Congress. 
It is “ absolutely preposterous,” said Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission member Nicholas Johnson recently, that 
privately owned, profit-making stations licensed to use the pub­ 
lic airways can “ hold up” public officeholders or candidates 
for public office and force them to pay for air time so that 
their constituents can hear their views. 
Support is also growing to broaden the bill to include pres- 
idential candidates. It would not be surprising if the discus­ 
sion generated by the issue broadened far beyond that to include 
the larger problem of tne soaring cost of campaigning in every 
respect, not only the buying of air time, and at all political 
levels, not only the national level. 
Once started, such a discussion must inevitably arrive at 
the question of some kind of government financing of political 
campaigns. 
The general idea is not new. For instance, there have been 
proposals, which have never gotten off the ground, that every­ 
one be permitted to earmark a dollar from his income tax for

donation to the major parties. 
But it is an idea, in the opinion of more and more students 
of government, whose time is rapidly coming. 
It is a “ national myth” that elected officials somehow 
should be above money, says Prof. Barclay D. McMillen of the 
political science department of Kent State University in Kent, 
Ohio. 
“ Qualified men refuse to run because of inadequate finan­ 
cial resources, and political office - seeking has increasing­ 
ly become a rich man’s domain.” 
The thought of using taxpayers’ money to underwrite the 
campaigns of candidates may not sit well with many people, 
but as McMillen points out, the chief opponents of such a sys­ 
tem will likely be those who presently contribute large sums of 
money to campaign,s thereby gaining access to and influence 
over the candidates who are beholden to them. 
“ It would be naive to assume they would relinquish their 
preferred position by negating the means by which such was 
obtained,” he says. 
The design of a political subsidy 
system is also a matter 
for controversy. 
Should the money go to the national parties, or should it be 
parceled out to state and local parties? Or should it go direct­ 
ly to candidates themselves? Should the funds be appropriated 
or should they come from tax credits or deductions? Should 
subsidies be given for general elections only or should they be 
applied to primary campaigns, too? Should minor or splinter 
parties be permitted to share in the largess? 
These questions can be resolved and, McMillen believes, “ the 
rewards to be obtained from governmental support of political 
candidates far exceeds the always present possibilities of 
abuse by the few.” 


Certainly, 
anything that coud make it easier for qualified 
men to enter politics 
while diminishing the power of fat 
cats and special interest groups over politicians 
is worthy 
of serious consideration by every voter.

Behind the scenes 


Greek Prime Minister George Papa- 
dopoulos is feeling a new and under­ 
cover pressure while pro-Soviet propa­ 
gandists here and abroad whoop it up for 
the fall of this NATO-member govern­ 
ment. 
Behind the scenes, and with Moscow’s 
usual hidden force and total cynicism, 
the tool is the International Labor Or­ 
ganization (ILO> in Geneva, Switzerland. 
Our United States taxpayers are over­ 
whelmingly the ILO ’s largest supporters.

The stooge Bulgar­ 
ian, Hungarian and Polish delegates 
are also part of this wily coercer’s 
spearhead — front men for the U.S.S.R. 
Greece is today the only Balkan nation 
outside the Iron Curtain. But the peo­ 
ple know well the Reds. Greece lived 
longer under the Nazi invasion and oc­ 
cupation than any of our NATO allies. 
Yet in all those long, horrible years her 
casualties did not equal the incredible 
250,000 Greek men and women killed 
during the Communists’ two subsequent 
attempts to take over Greece. 
Hardly realized by our public, every 
mile of this lovely land’s 300-mile north­ 
ern frontier borders on a Communist 
country. Left to right, these are: A l­ 
bania, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria — all Red 
and all 
ready. Greece dangles like a 
plum under them. 
I have spent long periods in Greece 
and have always liked the Greeks — 
the people, their colorfulness, their 
history, their bravery. You find the true 
Greece in the hinterlands. There, most 
peasants still measure time by the an­ 
cient ruins and in donkey-hours of trav­ 
el. There, the word for a friendly 
American translates as “ guest” and you 
encounter at once the peasants' simple 
delight in doing anyone a service. 
I was in Greece during each of the two 
Red take-over attacks after the war and 
again during the third attempt in April, 
1967. From Salonika innorthernGreece, 
the country’s second largest city, I 
moved that April the entire distance 
along the three Red borders. 
The conveniently mountainous terrain 
made (and still makes) guerrilla infil­ 
tration ideal. I saw the infiltrations grow 
and widen as infiltrations did by the Red 
North Vietnamese against South Vietnam. 
It seemed apparent that someone had to 
act or Greece was on the verge of being 
another South Vietnam or a Castro’s 
Cuba. 
It seemed equally apparent that at least 
four nationwide resentments, justified 
and 
boiling 
over in the hinterlands, 
opened the way for Communist Putsch 
No. 3: (1) the government corruption; (2) 
the size and venality of the bureaucra­ 
cy; (3) the callous exploitation of gov­ 
ernment - sold public service franchises; 
and (4> the endless do-nothingness of 
the parliament. 
The April 21, 1967, military Putsch 
resulting in today’s government was an 
anti-Communist Putsch totally dictator­ 
ial, as was the Red Putsch itself, and 
largely remains so. But America’s in­ 
terest, not Russia’s, is served. Greece 
is our country's NATO partner and it 
fully supports NATO — and our foreign 
policies as a whole — whereas the Red 
attackers publicly swore to withdraw 


Greece from NATO and remain as anti- 
American as Castro himself, or Hanoi. 


Accordingly, under the surface and 
hidden from our public’s view, the new at­ 
tack through the big General Confedera­ 
tion of Greek Labor is violently anti- 
American, 
anti-NATO, 
anti-Western, 
anti-defense and pro-Communist, pro- 
Soviet. 


In Greece all labor union leaders 
must be employed in the industry they 
represent for at least 100 days a year 
to qualify for their union leadership. 
A union can call a strike for only three 
days without the voted approval of its 
rank-and-file members. Compared to 
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ours, Greece’s labor union laws are 
restrictive. But compared to Soviet and 
satellite labor laws, Greece’s are so 
liberal that it is totally cynical and pre­ 
posterous for the Communists to con­ 
demn them. Handsome is as handsome 
does, even if this truism means absolute­ 
ly nothing to Red propagandists. 
The Soviet newly threatens the free 
world in the Mediterranean. We need an 
ally, not an enemy, in Greece. And we 
need a stronger voice at the ILO in 
Geneva. For the disgrace to us in this 
powerful and dangerous anti-Western at­ 
tack is that we have allowed the ILO 
to keep it under cover.

Kiwanis tackles a problem 


Members of Lompoc Kiwanis Club 
are working quietly in a year-long pro­ 
gram to alert the community to the dan­ 
gers of drug abuse. Operation Drug Alert 
(ODA) in fact is a program embraced 
by Kiwanis International as the “ major 
emphasis” for clubs in both the U.S. and 
Canada. 
A 
fact 
folder 
is­ 
sued by Robert 
F. 
Weber, 
president of 
Kiwanis 
Internation­ 
al, 
1969-70, 
identi­ 
fies the) problem out­ 
lines procedures for 
bringing the problem 
to the attention 
of 
the community. 
Assistant 
Police 
Chief 
James Smith 
has 
been 
appointed 
chairman of the local effort, under club 
president Fred Smith. 
The cornerstone of the program, ac­ 
cording to Smith is to get aid to per­ 
sons who may need help to cope with a 
drug - related problem. Smith’s role 
as the community’s 
second ranking 
police official comes secondarily as far 
as a drug user is concerned. “ My main 
concern is to educate people not to en­ 
gage to drug abuse and if that fails to 
get them some assistance in fighting 
drugs. 
The fact 
folder begins; “ Your com­ 
munity 
is a drug-using community. 
If you doubt that, ask your pharmacist 
— or have a look in your medicine cab­ 
inet. 
“ Your 
community 
probably has 
some problem of drug abuse. If you 
doubt that, ask your physician. 
“ Your community probably has some 
illegal drug traffic.If you doubt 
that, 
ask your police chief.” 
The subject is not a pleasant one, but 
neither are the statistics. Drug arrests 
of adults in the city during the year 
through August totaled 13,or equal to the 
entire year of 1968. A breakdown, month 
by month, shows five arrests in Janu­ 
ary, three in March, two in June, one 
in Jul y and two in August. 
It is too soon to tell how the year will 
end, but arrests of juveniles on drug 
charges through August are behind the 
pace for 1968 for the same period. Law 
enforcement officials, however warn that 
indications 
under 
the surface 
may 
indicate an upsurge of juvenile drug 
abuse. Hopefully the efforts of Kiwanis 
and other concerned citizens will stem 
the tide and roll back the danger. 
The more pessimistic view seems to 
be borne out, however, in a comparison 
of statistics of the current year with 
those of 1967, 
Only three adults and 
nine juveniles were arrested in 1967 
on drug abuse charges, compared with 
current trends. Even one incident, how­ 
ever, is one too many. 
The club hopes to use the medium of 


newspaper, 
radio, television and vis­ 
ual means to bring the message to the 
public. 
The 
Kiwanis effort will be keyed 
strongly with religious groups, schools 
and colleges, youth organizations, and 
adult organizations, such as PTA, serv­ 
ice clubs and profesional groups. 
In a larger sense, however, the ef­ 
fort will fail if it doesn’t enlist the 
support of parents regardless of wheth­ 
er they happen to be members of any or­ 
ganized group. Youth themselves, how­ 
ever, are the vital ingredient that must be 
reached. Smith is aware of this and is 
working hard on Kiwanis’ program 
of 
education. The questioning mind of a 
young person is fertile ground for the 
facts on drug abuse and Smith’s experi­ 
ence is that the effort in this direction 
will bear fruit.

President to make 
new report on war 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nixon said today he would make a new report 
to the nation on the V ietnam War when he announces more troop withdrawals just 
before Christmas. 
Speaking to a group of congressmen who brought him almost 400,000 signatures 
on petitions supporting his Vietnam policy, Nixon said it was vitally important to 
keep the American people informed on developments in Vietnam. 
He said he would update his previous detailed report on Vietnam, made Nov. 
3, in the next two or three weeks. 
White House Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said the report, which will be 
broadcast on radio and television, would be made sometime before Christmas, but 
the date was not yet determined. 
Nixon indicated last summer he hoped to withdraw 100,000 troops from Vietnam 
by the end of the year. The first 60,000-man-withdraw! has been completed — a 
week ahead of the Dec. 15 target date. 
Ziegler said the fresh Nixon war report would not be as lengthy as the one on 
Nov. 3, which ran 32 minutes. 
Nixon told a news conference Monday night he would make public the third phase 
of the gradual 
troop withdrawal in two or three weeks, and said his timetable 
for getting out of the war was on target. 
Today, he met with 35 members of Congress who visited the White House to give 
him petitions signed by 363,000 persons supporting his policy of gradual disen­ 
gagement, and told them he planned a fresh Vietnam report “ so the American people 
will know what the facts are.” 
The President told his congressional backers that he recognized there was some 
opposition to his policy but said this was partly due to “ a lack of information as to 
why we’re there, how it is going and what our goals are.” 
He added: “ I am confident an informed American people will back a policy for 
a just peace.” 
At another point, Nixon declared: “ You have to lay it on the line, popular or un­ 
popular. You have to give the good news. You have to give the bad news.” 
Nixon says war 
incident isolated 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on says that although the events at My 
Lai appear to have been a massacre of 
civilians, he believes it was an isolated 
incident that should not be allowed to 
* ‘smear the decent men that have gone 
to Vietnam.” 
“ That is why I am going to do every­ 
thing I possibly can to see that all of 
the facts in this incident are brought to 
light and that those who are charged, if 
they are found guilty, are punished,” he 
said at his 
Monday night press con­ 
ference. 
At the same time, Nixon said he did 
not believe setting up “ a civilian com­ 
mission at this time would be useful” 
to investigate the incident. 
The President said such a commis­ 
sion might be used by the defendant’s at­ 
torney to claim that their rights had been 
prejudiced while the matter is before a 
military court. 
But he held out the possibility he 
might consider a commission at some 
future date “ if it should happen that 
the judicial process, as set up by the 
military under the new law passed by 
congress, does not prove to be adequate 
in bringing this incident completely 
oefore the public.” 


The President said of the incident 
in the Vietnamese 
hamlet 
in which 
American troops are alleged to have 
killed at least 109 civilian men, women 
and children 
that “ under no circum­ 
stances was it justified.” 
But he also referred to the U.S. sol­ 
dier’s “ record of generosity, 
of de­ 
cency” in Vietnam as “ the other side 
of the coin.” 


Earlier in the day, Pentagon 
offi­ 
cials showed pictures of South Vietna­ 
mese civilians 
slain during the Com­ 
munist 
occupation of the city of Hue in 
1968. 
The still photos from Pentagon files 
were made public 
in response to a re­ 
quest from Rep. Richard H. Ichord, 
D-Mo. who said he wanted the MY Lai 
incident 
to “ be placed in the proper 
prospective.” The atrocity 
pictures 
showed men, women and children, iden­ 
tified by a Pentagon spokesman as ci­ 
vilians or government officials, with 
their arms tied beind them and either 
shot or decapitated.

County agriculture preserve 
logjam predicted by officials

Applications 
for 
new 
county ag­ 
ricultural preserves are pouring in so 
fast now that county department staffs 
who must process them are predicting 
there will be a “ monumental log jam” 
if the pace continues in coming weeks. 
Most of the applications are coming 
in from the north county areas, although 
others are being sent from Goleta Val­ 
ley. 
The County Planning Department has 
received 17 of the detailed applications, 
including maps, 
in the past few days. 
Virtually all of these are from the Lom­ 
poc Valley area, where a tax 
revolt 
of agriculturalists against 
higher as­ 
sessments 
sprang up this past sum­ 
mer, resulting in many instances in the 
County Board of Equalization chopping 
back on assessments recommended by 
the county assessor. 
“ They’re swarming in now,” com­ 
mented one staffer who had his desk pil­ 
ed up with them a foot deep. 
At least eleven other applications are 
being pushed through prior to hearings 
before the County Planning Commission 
and the Board of Supervisors, one coun­ 
ty official said. 
Final date that the supervisors can 
approve preserves is on Feb. 23, their 
final weekly meeting of that month, pri­ 
or to the March 1 lien date. 


The 28 pending farm preserve appli­ 
cations encompass 19,482 acres. When 
the supervisors last May imposed a 
moratorium 
on preserves, 
a total 
of 137,225 
acres were in preserves. 
In a report 
Oct. 22 of this year, the 
agricultural preserve committee said 
Santa Barbara County was possibly the 
most advanced of the 36 California coun­ 
ties which are engaged in implementing 
the state program. 


Approved 
county 
agricultural pre­ 
serves up to March 1 of this year to­ 
tal 55, with a great diversity of farm­ 
ing 
enterprises including beef cattle 
(rangeland), field and vegetable crops, 
citrus and walnut orchards, dairies and 
horse-breeding as part of operations. 
Rangeland taken into preserves cur­ 
rently comprise 56 per cent of the farm 
enterprises involved. 
Hie impact of the 55 preserves re­ 
sulted in reduction of assessed 
value 
of $6,113,500, 
a loss of about one per 
cent in the county total assessed value 
of $662 million. 


The rush began 
to gather momen­ 
tum after the Board of Supervisors last 
month voted to lift the moratorium on 
preserves after apparently being satis­ 
fied the tax impact on school districts 
Involved, 
and the urban areas, wasn’t 
great enough to hold up the program. 
Rough surf continues 


Many of the farmers and ranchers fil­ 
ing applications now are those who re­ 
ceived substantial tax assessment cuts 
in recent weeks by the county equaliza­ 
tion board. 
Fifth District Supervisor Curtis Tun- 
nell has predicted that large areas in the 
Santa Maria Valley may come in under 
the program in the coming weeks. 
One hangup 
which is preventing a 
flood of additional applications, it is felt, 
is the requirement of the surveyor for 
metes and bounds descriptions at pro­ 
posed 
preserves. This could mean ex­ 
pensive surveys, and Tunnell and Board 
chairman 
Francis H. Beattie, erf Lom­ 
poc, are among board members trying 
to get the requirement simplified. 
The big rush now going on is to have 
applications processed, hearings held, 
and maps and agreements approved so 
that the 
agriculturalists can quality 
for tax breaks in the coming tax year. 
The lien date is next March 1. 
“ We will be in trouble if the rush of 
applications continues to accelerate as 
it has,” said one county official. He 
said 
“ the agricultural preserve 
ap­ 
plication and its processing is the most 
complex 
case of any handled by the 
county, 
requiring considerable 
staff 
time by the county counsel’s officer, 
surveyor's office, planning department 
and others, in addition to being process­ 
ed by the County Agricultural Preserve 
Agricultural Committee.

LOS ANGELES (UPI)-Fiye 
members of a weird hippie

have been indicted for murder 
in the slaying of actress Sharon 
Tate and six other persons in 
August. 
They each were indicted on 
seven counts of murder and one 
of conspiracy Monday by a Los 
Angeles 
County 
grand 
jury 
after it concluded a two-day 
hearing in which 22 witnesses, 
including other cult members 
were heard. 
A sixth person was indicted 
on two counts of murder and 
one of conspiracy. 
The 
bearded, 
long-haired 
Manson was expected to be 
brought 
here 
today 
from 
Independence, Calif., where he 
was being held on receiving 
stolen property and auto theft 
charges. 
The 21-member grand jury 
deliberated only 20 minutes 
after hearing testimony includ­ 
ing that of Susan Atkins, 21, the 
prosecution’s star witness. She 
also 
was 
named 
in 
the 
indictment. 
The indictments were issued 
specifically in connection with 
the killing of Miss Tate, who 
was eight months pregnant, and 
four 
other 
persons 
at 
her 
rented Benedict Canyon Home; 
and the deaths of a wealthy 
couple, 
Leno and Rosemary 
LaBianca, a day later on Aug. 
10. Although the indictments 
named only seven victims, the 
grand jury reportedly is investi­ 
gating a possible link between 
the 
cult 
and 
four 
other 
senseless killings in the Los 
Angeles area this year. 
Jury 
foreman 
Joseph 
F. 
Bishop called the slayings “the 
worst 
in 
the 
history 
of 
California. It was a terrible 
group of m urders.” 
He said the testimony “was 
very shocking.” 
According to testimony, four 
persons dressed in black and 
armed with knives, bayonets 
and a gun invaded the Tate 
home and stabbed or shot the 
victims. 
Before the killers fled, one of 
them scrawled the word “pig” 


in blood on the front door of the 
residence.

Manson, who reportedly did not

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Planners to oppose 
three ag preserves 


Proposals to create three 
large agriculture preserves in 
areas surrounding the city of 
Lompoc have spurred the oppo­ 
sition of the city planning com­ 
mission. 
The com mission last night or­ 
dered Clinton Sherrod, city 
planning director to prepare 
three letters of opposition to be 
forwarded to the County Plan­ 
ning Commission. The county 
body will hold public hearings 
on the requests for agriculture 
preserves by John E. 
Lew­ 
is, immediately west of Bailey 
Road and north of Highway 246; 
by Mary Hayes, 810 acres at 
the east end of the Dermody 
Ranch, east of Lompoc; and by 
the Sloan family, 2,126 acres 
in two parcels, southwest of 
Lompoc, and on the south side 
of Highway 246, west of Lom­ 
poc. 
Commissioner Robert Kranig 
asked Sherrod to write a strong 
letter urging denial on Lewis 
property especially because of 
its close proximity to the city 
boundaries. Kranig said he had 
been critical of agriculture pre­ 
serves in general and particu­ 
larly so when they were pro­ 
posed so close to the city. He 
said 
he 
was 
“violently op­ 
posed,” in the latter case. 
The commissioners also pro­ 
posed a letter to the school 
district and to the city council, 
the latter communication pro­ 
posing a city resolution on the 


question of the preserves. 
Commissioner Sol Lefkowitz 
noted: 
“They’re creating a 
Frankenstein monster.” Later 
he declared; “If they need a 
tax law they ought to write one. 
The agriculture preserve law is 
not a tax law, but it’s being 
used as one.” 
Kranig 
called 
agriculture 
preserves a “tax shelter,” be­ 
cause of the lower taxation bas­ 
ed on productivity 
instead of 
on the assessed value of the 
land. 


Kranig said he didn’t blame 
the farmers for requesting pre­ 
serve status, but “ I blame the 
legislature for not changing the 
tax structure.” Then he added: 
“It’s frightening to see agricul­ 
ture preserves proposed on the 
city’s very boundaries.” 
Jokingly/, the commissioners 
designated the three letters, A, 
B and C — Ambivalent Letter, 
Bitter Letter and Caustic Let­ 
ter.

The Board of Supervisors re­ 
ceived results of a month-long 
study Monday which shows that 
natural oil seepage at Coal 
Oil Point, 
10 miles west of 
Santa Barbara, now substantial­ 
ly exceeds the leakage from the 
Union Oil Co. lease where an 
oil eruption occurred last Jan. 
28. 
At the same time, supervis­ 
ors were informed that conser­ 
vationists and oil industry rep­ 
resentatives 
will 
confer 
Wednesday with the county coun­ 
se l’s office relative to drawing 
up a county ordinance amend­ 
ment requiring public hearings 
on drilling permits involving 
Santa Barbara Channel areas. 
The study of channel oil see­ 
page, sponsored by the county,

General Research Corporation, 
of Santa Barbara, at a cost of 
$4,000 to the county. 
The study shows that leakage 
during October from the Coal 
Oil Point area, just west of 
the UC Santa Barbara seashore 
campus, amounted to an average 
flow equivalent to 50 to 70 bar­ 
rels of crude oil per day.

month of oil escaping from col­ 
lecting tents installed by Un­ 
ion Oil Co. on its lease 5.5 
miles off Santa Barbara in Fed­ 
erally - leased territory indi­ 
cated a flow “on the order of 
10 barrels per day.”

Does this mean that the 
toymakers laugh all the way 
to the bank? “ Not so.’’ said 
Saul Robbins, chairman of 
the board of one of Am er­ 
ica’s five top toy companies. 
Remco, and a spokesman for 
the industry. 


Robbins 
explained, rather than indi­ 
cating excessively high prof­ 
its for toy manufacturers,

“ Making and marketing a 
toy today is not a simple 
task performed by a handful 
of people,” he said. “ It is a 
large, complex team effort, 
involving hundreds of per­ 
sons and the expenditure of 
substantial outlays of money. 


“ Parents object to paying 
today’s prices, yet they de­ 
mand stronger and better 
toys.” 


Even with higher prices, 
though, Robbins b e l i e v e s 
that today’s toys deliver as 
much or even more than 
many other products in the 
same price range. 


Typical of such excellent 
values is a battery telephone 
intercom set that sells for $7 
or $3 as a toy. Yet the same 
item has been sold for $16 as 
an inexpensive intercom set 
by an electronics house. 


“ As much metal wiring 
goes 
into some electronic 
toys as goes into a real ra­ 
dio.’’ Robbins sa-d “ Yet the 
tovs are priced far below the 
radio.” 


The pressing e c o n o m i c 
facts of life faced by major 
toy companies can be exem­ 
plified in his own operation, 
according to this industry 
spokesman. 


Over the past five years, 
the company has expanded 
its product line more than 
50 |>er cent and now offers 
such technically c o m p l e x 
items as a doll that turns 
somersaults, a talking astro­ 
naut base and a school bus 
with automatic doors.

OCEAN FISHING 
Heavy swells have limited ac­ 
tivity with only a few boats 
going out from Port San Luis. 
Morro Bay reports that alba- 
core are still within 35 miles 
and have been hitting voracious­ 
ly. We noted one report that says 
four anglers took 75 albacore. 
This is something that looks like 
just plain slaughter. Evidently 
the fish hogs are not an extinct 
race. 
This large number of alba­ 
core, 
averaging at least 20 
pounds of fish each, is a large 
haul for sportsmen if they are 
that and one wonders what they 
could do with that amount of 
fish. Perhaps they are selling 
them on the quiet. Publicity of 
this sort is to say the least, 
not impressive. 
A few steal head have been 
taken in the surf and in tidal 
waters of local creeks. The wa­ 
ter, however, is dirty and fish­ 
ermen should not look for any 
great activity until there is a 
heavy rain to wash all the de­ 
bris out to sea. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
An alarmed team of emin­ 
ent scientists is in the field, 
or rather the desert, forming 
battle lines to save from ex­ 
tinction some of the nation’s 
rarest and most endangered life 
forms, 
the 
ancient but little 
known desert fish of the Death 
Valley drainage system. 
At least one of the fish spec­ 
ies has somehow developed the 
ability to survive and repro­ 
duce in water up to 100 degrees 
in temperature. Scientists be­ 
lieve that within the unique fish-, 
es, now threatened with extinc­ 
tion by man, may lie as a bio­ 
logical key to man’s adapta­ 
tion and survival in his own 
changing environment. Involved 
are six species of the colorful 
desert pupfish, hardly more 
than an inch long when full 
grown and the unheralded Mo­ 
have chub, all of which evolved 
following the Pleistocene ice 
age and are the last of their 
spe< ies on earch. 
We wonder who is paying for 
this undoubtedly terrifically im­ 
portant 
piece 
of research? 
Could it be the long suffer­ 
ing public? 
It seems as though nothing 
is private. The most complete 
and personal antics of these 
piscatorial relicts are being 
laid bare with action being tak­ 
en to hopefully save this fish 
and transplant them to more 
suitable waters where no doubt 
they will die. In other words, 
“ You can take the fish from the 
valley, but you can’t take the val­ 
ley from the fish.” 
Lake Cachuma was stocked 
with a three-week allotment of 
some 40,000 eight to 11 inch 
trout from the DFG hatchery 
near Fresno. 
The 
trout 
were originally 
scheduled to be spread among 
three separate plants (Dec. 3, 
17 and 31) in the winter pro­ 
gram in which the DFG and the 
County of Santa Barbara alter­ 
nate plants. The planting change 
was brought about when a small 
incidence of a minute, fresh-

water parasite appeared in the 
San Joaquin Hatchery ponds in 
which adult and sub-adult trout 
were being reared. 
Santa Barbara County will 
augment the DFG plant with 
commercially produced trout 
later in December. Starting in 
January, the Fillmore hatchery 
will take over the state’s share 
of the planting for the winter 
Cachuma season. 
Apart from this, fishing is 
excellent in Cachuma with trout 
hitting best on cheese; some 
bass being taken by anglers 
with “bass know how.” 
San Antonio Lake, a two- 
a bonanza for bass fishermen, 
with fish up to five pounds be­ 
ing common. San Antonio Lake 
is located a few miles north of 
Lake Nacimiento in Monterey 
County and is reached by travel­ 
ing north on the road going 
over the Nacimiento dam. 
HUNTING 
The second half of the dove 
season has exceeded expecta­ 
tions. It was assumed most 
birds had departed at the first 
signs of frost but hunters were 
agreeably surprised at finding 
plenty of birds. How long they 
will remain is anyone’s guess. 
While not many birds were 
taken locally, hunters who went 
to the San Joaquin Valley have 
reported getting their limits. 
The pheasant season opener 
was on a par with last year 
according to the DFG. The ov­ 
erall average for ten reporting 
areas was .37 birds per hunt­ 
er based on a bag of 1,910 male 
pheasants by 5,175 hunters. The 
DFG’S Grizzly Island Wildlife 
area had the worst shooting with 
986 hunters killing 50 birds. 
Phesant season in central and 
northern California ended Sun­ 
day. 
The second wild turkey sea­ 
son was rated as a success by 
the DFG who said that both 
hunters and landowners were 
pleased with the hunt. No tress­ 
pass or road hunting situations 
were reported by game ward­ 
ens. 
There 
were no official 
checking station this year but 
119 
hunters were contacted 
who had bagged 27 birds in spot 
checks. 
An expanded transplanting 
program began in 1959 and wild 
trapped birds have been stocked 
in 17 California counties. The 
two initial hunts were limited 
to San Luis ObIsjjo County. Addi­ 
tional areas open to hunting in 
the future will depend on the 
success of the stocked areas 
in sustaining populations, ac­ 
cording to the DFG.

The sign at the entrance to 
Spyglass Hill golf course on 
the Monterey peninsula tells 
it all: 
“ Tee off at worl(i-famous Spy­ 
glass Hill. Play 18 of the finest 
ocean and forest holes you will 
ever face. So you don’t break 
70. No one has. But don’t go 
home without trying.” 
Site of Robert Louis Stev­ 
enson’s wanderings in the lat­ 
er part of the 19th century, 
there is reason to believe that 
the high dunes of the Spyglass 
dunes area were the inspira­ 
tion for the “ Spyglass 
Hill” 
which played such a prominent 
part in Stevenson’s Treasure 
Island. 
Located in Pebble Eieach, the 
Robert Trent Jones’ designed 
course opened for play in March 
of 196G. The course record, ob­ 
viously, is 70, two under par. 
The 
course 
is not only 
extremely long, some 
7,035 
yards from the tiger tees, but it 
requires accurately placed tee 
shots and approach strokes that 
dare not veer off line. Most in­ 
teresting are the descriptions 
of the holes based upon char­ 
acteristics 
of 
Treasure Is­ 
land. 
The first is called appropriat­ 
ely enough “ Treasure Island.” 
Two strong woods and an accur­ 
ate iron puts you on if you 
successfully negotiate the dog­ 
leg left. A mere 604 yards long. 
“ Blind Pew,” a comparitiv- 
ely short 376 yards long, de­ 
mands 
extreme accuracy off 
the tee or the second shot is 
completely blind. This is follow­ 
ed by “ Bird Rock,” a 175- 
yard par three lashed by ocean 
winds. One dares not, says the 
brochure, fail to get the ball 
airborne, a masterpiece 
of 
understatment. 
The “ Tom Morgan” hole is 
par 4 of 450 yards in length. 
Hit two fine shots up the left 
side, is the advice, and finesse 
a wedge close enough for the 
par. Write that one off as par 
five! 
Number six, aptly 
named 
“ Black Dog,” is a mere 470 
yards long. Bill Flaherty, a 
long knocking six-handicapper, 
played the course this past 
week from the white tees a< - 


ompanied 
by 
Frank Tranfa. 
From 
these tees the course 
plays to four hundred 
yards 
shorter. 
Green fees are $14 per and 
$10 for a cart. Sounds like a 
heap of frustration for twenty 
four bucks!

THE SALARY ORDINANCE OF THE COUNTY OF SANTA BARBARA, PROVID­ 
ING FOR THE NUMBER AND COMPENSATION OF CERTAIN OFFICERS, DEPU­ 
TIES 
ASSISTANTS. CLERKS, AND EMPLOYEES OF THE COUNTY OF SANTA 
BARBARA AND JUDICIAL DISTRICTS THEREOF, EXCEPT THE SUPERVISORS, 
THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY, THE SUPERIOR COURT JUDGES, THE AUDITOR, 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF'SCHOOLS, THE JURORS, AND CERTAIN OTHERS; 
FIXING THE DUTIES OF CERTAIN OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES, DIRECTING 
THE DEPOSITION OF CERTAIN FEES; AND REPEALING ORDINANCE N0,1993 
AND ANY AND ALL ORDINANCES AND PARTS OF ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT 
HEREWITH. 
The Board at Supervisors of the Countv of Santa Barbara do ordain as follows: 
REPEALING CLAUSE 
SECTION NO. 1 
Ordinance No. 1993 and all other ordinances or parts of ordinances in con­ 
flict herewith are hereby repealed. 
The provisions of this ordinance, Insofar as they are substantially the sam e 
a s provisions of the aforesaid repealed ordinances relating to the sam e subject 
m atter, shall be construed as restatem ents and continuations, and not as new 
enactm ents. 
DEFINITIONS 
SECTION NO. 2 
Words, term s, and definitions as used in this ordinance shall have the same 
meanings as those specifically defined and set forth in Section 27-1 of Chapter 27 
of the Santa Barbara County Code as the sam e now exists or may hereafter be 
amended. 
AMOUNT OF COMPENSATION 
SECTION NO 3 
(A) Except as otherwise provided in this ordinance, all new employees shall 
receive the compensation set forth in Column “ A” of the salary range for the 
class of position to which appointment is made. The Board of Supervisors may, 
however, by resolution fix compensation to be paid in the amounts as shown in 
Column “B” , 
" C \ 
"D” , or "E ” . Resolutions adjusting compensation to be 
paid at other than that shown in Column “ A" shall apply only to the individual 
occupying the position at the tim e of adoption or, if the position is vacant at the 
tim e the resolution is adopted, then to the first appointee thereto after such 
adoption, and when such individual 
vacates said position the compensation 
shall forthwith revert to the amount specified in said Column "A” . 
(B) If the Board of Supervisors by resolution determ ines that the salary of any 
class of positions as set forth in Column "A ” of the rangé applicable thereto 
in »be Basic Pay Plan is too low to secure employees under then existing condi­ 
tions, the Board at Supervisors may by resolution set the autom atic starting sal­ 
ary for all positions in said class at the amounts specified in Columns “ B’*, "C ” , 
‘•D” , or " E " (in lieu of Column "A” as herein provided). Upon the passage 
of such a resolution, any employee filling any such position shall be automatically 
raised 
in 
compensation to the new startin g salary rate if receiving a lesser 
amount of compensation for services rendered in any such position thus adjusted. 
(C) The Board of Supervisors may in its discretion from tim e to tim e, by re s­ 
olution, 
authorise compensation for current employees at any column of the 
appropriate salary range. 
(D) Positions established for extra help or employeeshlps m arked "A s Need­ 
ed” shall carry such com pensation in Columns "A” to “ I” inclusive, of the ap­ 
plicable basic pay schedule as the departm ent head shall designate. The num­ 
ber of positions allowed is hereby declared allowed for each and every rate in­ 
dicated, provided that a departm ent head shall not fill at any one tim e more than 
the total number of positions allowed. 
(E) In all Instances where it is necessary to determ ine the daily rate of com­ 
pensation for any person compensated either on a per annum or at a monthly 
rate basis, such daily rate of compensation shall be computed on the basis of the 
calendar month involved. 
SPECIAL COMPENSATION 
SECTION NO. 4 
Column **Y” at the salary range for any designated position in this salary 
ordinance is hereby defined as a rate of compensation in ex cess of the maximum 
compensation provided by Column ” E” of the Basic Pay Plan as hereinafter set 
forth, and such Column "Y ” shall be discontinued when the incumbent ceases 
to occupy the position, and the compensation shall forthwith rev ert to the amounts 
specified in Column "A ” of the range number applicable to such positions. 
CLASSIFICATION 
SECTION NO. 5 
Except as otherwise in this ordinance provided, the Board of Supervisors, by 
resolution adopted prior to the first day of January, 1970, shall establish the sal­ 
ary of every employee (except tem porary or seasonal help m arked "A s Needed” ) 
allowed the departm ents herein named. The Board of Supervisors thereafter 
may in its discretion from tim e to tim e, by resolution, modify the sa laries of 
such employees as it may deem advisable. 
PERSONNEL AND COMPENSATION 
SECTION NO. 6 
The number and compensation of such officers, assistan ts, deputies, clerks, 
attaches, and employees of the County of Santa B arbara, established by this 
Ordinance, a re as hereinafter set forth. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing provision, if it becom es necessary to create, 
within a departm ent, a position in a class listed in the basic classification plan 
set forth in this section, (except departm ent heads), where the departm ental sec­ 
tion at this Ordinance does not contain such class of position, the Board at 
Supervisors may by resolution establish and allow such a position in the depart­ 
ment until the then currently effective salary ordinance is amended to include 
such classification in the appropriate departm ental section, or in no event 
m ore than one year from the date such classification is established and allowed. 
This section applies also to the establishm ent of additional daily rate positions 
a s listed under Section No. 9 and additional hourly rate positions as listed under 
Section No. 10. 


The following list at classes provides for the classification of all regular, full­ 
tim e, monthly salaried positions provided by this Ordinance. The range number 
Indicates the rates of compensation applicable to each class as set forth in Sec­ 
tion No. 7 of this Ordinance.

someone on Earth (assuming 
he could) had replied: 
"Nuts. It’s a horribly ugly 
world." 
The fact is our planet is both 
beautiful and ugly. How you see 
it depends on where you are. 
With all due apologies to the 
astronaut, 
he 
wasn’t 
in 
a 
position to make a definitive 
judgement. 
And with all due apologies to 
the viewer in the city tenement, 
with the uncollected garbage 
out front, neither was he. 
There still are some places in 
the world which, even seen 
close up, are beautiful. There 
the streams run clear, grasses 
and 
flowering plants thrive, 
animal life abounds. And you 
can take a deep breath without 
fear 
of coming down 
with 
emphysema cancer or irrever­ 
sible damage to your genes. 
But —and this is what our 
society in the new decade ofthe 
1970’s had better do something 
about -these places are getting 
fewer while the areas blighted 
by pollution and all the other 
consequences 
of man’s 
mi­ 
stakes are getting larger. 
Meanwhile, the most horrible 
of all kinds of pollution -people 
pollution -has caught up with 
and aggravated all the others. 
It is no use being shocked by so 
bald a statement. It is one of 
those facts of life that can’t be 
stated pleasantly. 
Prof. Walter E. Howard of 
the University of California at 
Davis has said in effect: We 
have to increase the death rate 
and reduce the birth rate. 
Science and technology, with 
the best of motives, have made 
it possible to let people live 
longer. It is 14) to them now to 
make 
it possible for fewer 
people to be born. 
So, finally, the people who 
think deeply about man and his 
planet 
are 
mustering 
the 
courage 
to 
say 
the 
once 
unthinkable 
thing: 
let 
the 
elderly die on time and curb 
births until, all over the world, 
the

death rate and the birth rate is 
zero. 
This proposition transcends 
all traditional religion, morali­ 
ty, and politics in the view of

tain disaster. 
Says Professor Howard, "the 
population crisis is here." The 
longer we try to ameliorate it 
with such things as increased 
food production and medical 
advances, the more millions we

by war, famine, or pestilence. 
There are those who will cry 
that such harsh choices may 
not 
be necessary. But they 
cannot 
deny 
that 
man

They cannot deny that he has 
made deserts out of once rich 
lands, that he has spoiled his 
rivers and lakes with filth, that 
he has soured the soil, piled up 
refuse and junk faster than he 
can process it, and done things

atmosphere 
which 
conceivably 
could 
make the 
planet no longer habitable. 
It is an old story: All U. S. 
river 
systems 
turning 
into 
sewers, millions of tons of colid 
wastes piling up while govern­ 
ments look for economical ways 
of getting rid of them, lakes 
and the coastal margins of the 
seas dying as food sources 
because of manmade pollution, 
pesticide contamination spread­ 
ing to both poles, and our air 
supply so poisoned that breath­ 
ing it may be a hazard to 
health. 
We have let "progress” kill 
things 
we 
once valued. All 
across 
the 
land 
are 
the 
miserable cities and villages 
corroded by smog or made ugly 
by commercial blight. 
Science and technology are 
being 
blamed

biosphere. 
A 
panel 
of the 
National 
Academy 
of 
Sciences 
has 
proposed that both the execu- 
tive and legislative branches of 
government be supplied with 


‘technology assessment* bodies 
to help them determine whether 
new projects might do more 
harm than good. 
This is something fairly new. 
Science and technology have 
been a great boon to mankind. 
But it is now being recognized 
that their unwanted and unex- 
pected side effects also have 
done great damage. Not even 


existing 
federal 
agencies, 
however good their intentions, 
can 
be 
depended 
upon 
to 
prevent bad consequences. 
The Federal Aviation Agency, 
the panel said, in promoting the 
supersonic transport, "cannot 
be fully trusted to evaluate the 
sonic boom objectively." The 
Atomic Energy Commission is 
sim ilarly suspect where mat­ 
ters of radiation exposure are 
involved. 
And, 
said 
the panel, the 
Public 
Roads 
Bureau, "has 
hardly 
been 
noted 
for 
its 
devotion to the preservation of 
the 
natural 
beauty 
of the 
countryside." 
Suppose such a " technology' 
assessment" system had al­ 
ways been in operation. Sup­ 
pose a computerized preview of 
the 
automobile 
had 
been 
possible 
when 
the 
internal 
combustion engine was invent­ 
ed. Suppose it had been possible 
to predict today’s auto-produced 
air pollution, the 50,000 deaths 
each 
year 
on 
the highway. 
Would 
there 
now 
exist the 
nation’s wealthiest industry? 
Obviously, 
simple solutions 
are out. Some Yale professors 
concluded a while back that the 
automobile was man’s greatest 
curse, and they gave reasons 
for so thinking. But we do have 
the auto, and we do have to do 
something about it. 
We have to do a lot of things 
about a lot of other things. Air 
pollution, aside from its obvious 
effects on man’s health and 
wellbeing, is also suspect as a 
genetic 
hazard. 
Some 
auto 
pollutants may cause cancer, 
others may damage the seeds 
of heredity so that babies yet 
unborn will come into the world 
crippled one way or another. 
Difficult though it may be, 
man if he wants to survive on 
an inhabitable planet, must do 
what he can to solve some of 
the environmental problems his 
science and technology have 
created. 
It 
is 
a 
world problem. 
Russia’s Lake Baikal, the finest 
body of fresh water anywhere, 
is threatened by industry. So is 
the Volga, a 2,290-mile once 
lovely stream now menaced by 
discharges from oil, chemical, 
and other industrial plants. 
Man is always doing good 
things which have bad results. 
In 
Asia, 
Africa, 
and Latin 
America massive use of insecti­ 
cides 
has 
boomeranged by 
increasing plagues of insect 
pests given a clear field as 
result of destruction of their 
competitors. 
So 
it 
seems 
clear 
that 
something has to be done to 
keep science and technology in 
line. Will it be done. One thing 
is certain: governments and 
publics are at long last awake 
to the damage being done to 
the world’s priceless resources 
of water, soil, and air.

production balance so that the 
climate may heat up and melt

We may yet save ourselves from ourselves. In recent days: 
—The United States and the Soviet Union have started talking 
about how to go al>out reducing the nuclear balance of terror 
to a lower and rnor** stable level. 
Observers say the Strategic Arms I.imitation Talks (SALT) 
in Helsinki ( ould drag on for five years. This means not only 
that a lot of diplomats may have the opportunity to become pro­ 
ficient in the difficult Finish language while being given a hefty 
boost toward retirement; it also suggests we can count on at 
least that many more years of what, for want of something 
better, or in the absence of something worse, we call peace. 
—President Nixon has renounced the use by the United States, 
even in self-defense, of bacteriological weapons. 
This is somewhat like saying the Air Force “ renounced” 
the old SkylK)lt air-launched nuclear missile when the thing 
just didn’t work or it was found that its job could be handled 
better by other means. 
We can be sure the military has agreed to the abandonment 
of germ warfare not because it is too horrible to use against 
any enemy but be< ause it is unreliable and uncontrollable and 
to use it against an enemy is to use it against ourselves. 
Still, the renun- iation of any kind of weapon for whatever 
reason takes a measure of courage in today’s world. It is 
a pebble droj)ped into the [)0 0 l of sanity whose ripples could 
spread — as far as the SALT pillars, {)erhai)S. 
There remain chemical weapons, which are exempted de­ 
fensively, and tear gases and defoliants, which are exempted 
entirely. But even the latter may eventually go into the museum 
of discarded weajjons as a consequence of a research report

prepared for the government that claims that defoliants are 
responsible for thalidomide-type birth defects in Vietnamese 
children. 
—The government has decreed a two-year phase-out of DDT, 
a pesticide which has been under attack for years by conserva­ 
tionists because of its accumulative toxic effects on a wide 
variety of animal life. 
Here again, the ban is a halfway measure. It permits those 
uses “ essential to the preservation of human health and wel­ 
fare” and, rather like the government’s domestic campaign 
against smoking with its one hand and its encouragement of 
tobacco sales abroad with its other hand, does not cover ex­ 
ports of DDT. 
Yet again, half a step toward restoration and preserva­ 
tion of the environment is better than no step at all, 
—The United States and Japan have agreed to a restora­ 
tion of Japanese sovereignty over Okinawa by 1972. The Uni­ 
ted States will retain its military installations on the island, 
but without nuclear weapons. 
We have realized that the existing and continuing friendship 
— if not, indeed, the very political stability — of a democracy 
of 100 million people is worth far more to our own security 
than the putative value of Okinawa-based nuclear bombs in a 
theoretical war with an Asian Communist nation of 750 mil­ 
lion. 
None of these developments, singly or together, promises 
an impending Golden Age for the world. But one has to make a 
real effort to find their dismal side. 
That’s something.

More force support 


A college night program tonight at the 
high school, will emphasize the nec essity 
of planning for college. 


The black African bloc in the United 
Nations has again called on Britain to 
apply military force against the govern­ 
ment of the Republic of South Africa. 
Organized American groups support this 
demand, as if there were not enough 
bloodshed and trouble in the world al­ 
ready. 
The motion was made by tiny Gabon, 
the former French colony, independent 
since 1960, and in a constant state of 
tribal turmoil and bloody fraticide ever 
since. 
Gabon itself has a Stone Age economy 
and less than six per cent the population 
of New York City, although Gabon’s 
vote in the United Nations counts as 
heavily as that of the United States. 
Moreover, of all the 126 so-called na­ 
tions of the U.N. more than half (69) 
have fewer people than New York City. 
Many have fewer than Wichita, Kan­ 
sas. Gabon, Botswana, Lesotho, Guy­ 
ana, Togo, Gambia— these and scores 
others like them are nations? The over­ 
whelming majority are ridiculous mis­ 
takes. 
The U.N. has ad­ 
mitted as many as 
13 such so-called na­ 
tions, each with 
a 
vote equal to 
the 
United States vote in 
a single day, and so 
absurd 
is their in­ 
fluence that 
on for­ 
mer Secretary 
of 
State Dean Rusk’s re­ 
tirement 
he 
con­ 
fessed: 
“ A 
two- 
thirds majority 
of 
th U.N. General Assembly can now be 
formed by nations with hardly 10 per 
cent of the world’s population, and who 
contribute altogether less than 5 per 
cent of tlie U.N.’s assessed budget.” 
And, tragically, an abundant number 
among them are dedicated to creating 
racial strife through the U.N. 
Africa is not simply a white man 
painted black. Africa is a big order. 
It could cover all of the United States, 
Eurojie, India, China and 10 Japans. 
Nor does the Republic of South Africa, 
friendly to the United States, fit into 
any African generalization whatever. 
In South Africa, Capetown’s Table 
Mountain is the U.N.-assaulted nation’s 
Plymouth Rock. That symbol is a new 
settlement dates back to 1652. Exclaim­ 
ed the late U.N. Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjöld when he stared down from 
it: “ But this is not Africa. This is Eur­ 
ope.” He was referring to South Af­ 
rica’s extraordinary development. 
The black-nation U.N. members and 
organized American groups have led us 
to think of South Africa’s racial pro­ 
blems as merely white versus black. 
This is a deliberate and cunning over­ 
simplification of a complex situation 
in this immense republic Uiat covers 
472,000 square miles. 
There are 487,000 Asiatics, mostly 
Indians, in South Africa. Unmentioned 
to us, these uniquely-minded Indians 
are an agonizing part of the nation’s 
integration problems. With their disdain­ 
ful air, their manner always suspicious 
and vengeful, the Indian is despised, 
feared and distrusted by the average 
native Negro. And tliis influx of Indians 
has boiled into a Negro-Indian 
racial 
problem fully as explosive as any Negro 
problem with the whites. 
There has been, unrevealed, a terri­ 
fying Arab influx. The horrible Zanzi­ 
bar blood bath a few years ago showed 
how intense the African black hatred 
can be for Arabs as well as Indians. 
In the black seizure of Zanzibar (a 
Communist coup), almost the entire 
Arab community was massacred by the 
blacks and a few survivors, including 
the Sultan, fled. 
Likewise not mentioned to us, there 
are, unrevealed, more than 100,000 Jews 
in South Africa. The Arab element de­ 
tests and endangers this Jewish element. 
And the Negroes, in turn, are caught 
in an Arab-Jewish cross-fíre and vice- 
versa. 
The native South African black is the 
Bantu. He comprises 11 million. But 
the 
nearly 
insurmountable 
problem, 
about which the black U.N. nations and 
organized American supporters tell us 
nothing, is to detribalize the individual 
Negro in order to nationalize him. For 
usually the tribal attachment is strong­ 
er than even the family tie. Moreover, 
there are an additional IV2 million col- 


ored, quite separate, who have been 
quarreling with all the other races and 
among themselves for centuries. 
The white situation is also as mis­ 
represented. There are two official lan­ 
guages and great divisions betAyeen the 
Afrikaan-language and English-language 
white population and in their press. 
Even the white political parties reflect 
this 
split. 
The dominant 
Nationalist 
party, which sponsors the restricted 
apartheid plan, is predominantly Afrik»

aaner. The opposition United party, which 
holds about a third of the seats in Par­ 
liament, is Anglo-Saxon. 
What really emerges regarding U.N.- 
assaulted South Africa is not that rac­ 
ial problems remain but that the re­ 
public’s government— no matter how we 
dislike its doings— has been able to do 
anything about the problem at all.

Sunday and all the history embodied 
in the date, Dec. 7, crept up on me be­ 
fore I realized it. I recalled it all over 
breakfast when I accidentally glanced at 
the wall calendar. 
It 
was about 8:30 
a.m., 
at 
the 
time 
and 
I 
figured 
that 
it was two or three 
hours 
before 
the 
bombs were to fall on 
Pearl 
Harbor in that 
time 
29 
years now 
gone. 
Dec. 7, 1941 was 
a Sunday like lots of 
other 
Sundays 
in 
Cleveland 
on a winter’s day. 
I had 
gone to the 
store to buy a Cleveland 
Plain Dealer and was walking through 
my apartment hallway when the loud 
radio 
behind one apartment door at­ 
tracted my attention. There was some­ 
thing strangely arresting in the sound as 
I recall, something that demanded at­ 
tention. 


I rapped on the door and asked the oc­ 
cupant what was going on. 
He told me 
and it struck me that I 
barely knew 
the place named Pearl Harbor. 
I was to learn more about the harbor 
along with all Americans and three and 
a half years later was to be there. En- 
route in a stinking freighter that had 
been pressed into war time transport 
service I recall talking with a man who 
had been in Pearl Harbor the day the 
Japanese struck. He told me he had 
lain in bed that morning wondering if 
he should go to church or get some more 


sleep. Church won out. 
He told me he 
was walking across the edge of the air­ 
field when he heard some planes com­ 
ing over in formation. The planes flew 
so low that he could see the large, bright 
red ball insignia of Japan on the under­ 
wing. He didn’t 
think it was any thing 
more than maneuvers using the realism 
of mocked up Japanese planes, until he 
saw a man running nude across the 
field. 
Then he heard the machine guns 
and saw the slugs hitting the hangars. 
Almost 
immediately, airmen wheeled 
large A frames over the planes on the 
field and 
began to remove the engines. 
The planes were not serviced for alr- 
flight and the men wanted to save the 
engines. 
When I arrived in Honolulu in Janu­ 
ary, 1945 the barbed 
wire obstacles 
still blocked all streets leading from the 
beaches. War was all about, but it was 
a different kind of thing. The actual fight­ 
ing was taking place at some distance 
then and the part we were to play as 
newcomers was still shrouded in a kind 
of excitement born of lack of experi­ 
ence. 
These were my thoughts on a Sunday 
morning more 
than a quarter century 
later. A lot has happened in that span 
of time.

Federal study 


County planning officials have been 
informed they may stand a better chance 
of getting a possible $250,000, or larg­ 
er, Federal grant for a governmental 
study of the entire county rather than 
only the South Coast area as has been 
proposed. 


The Local Agency 
Formation Com­ 
mission executive officer, Raymond D. 
Johnson, along with county planners 
and the staff of the County-Cities Area 
Planning Council have been exploring 
all angles directed toward obtaining Fed­ 
eral funding of the projected South Coast 
study. 


Now they have gotten advice from a 
state agency that it appears possible the 
U.S. Housing and Urban Development 
Department (HUD) would look more fav­ 
orably on an application to make the 
study county-wide and not limit it to 
roughly half of the county. 


The advice comes from the State Coun­ 
cil 
on 
Intergovernmental Relations 
through staffers headed by Frank Fargo, 
former Santa Maria city administrator. 
The letter of advice was signed by Doyle 
Dodd, now with the state agency, and ui>- 
til recently with the County Planning Do. 
partment, on behalf of Fargo, who is ex­ 
ecutive secretary of the agency. 


Sam Clawson, who performs staff fun­ 
ctions for the County-Cities Area Plan­ 
ning Council, is following up on the HUD 
funding try, and has been in contact 
over a period of weeks now with the 
state agency, 
LAFCO voted to look into making an 


application for funding of a South Coast 
governmental study by HUD several 
months ago. 


This came on the heels of a request 
originally from the East Goleta Valley 
Citizens Assn. asking the county to con* 
sider making a governmental study of 
Goleta Valley to set up guidelines so 
citizens would be able to determine 
whether eventually to incorporate, aiv 
nex to Santa Barbara, consider other 
options, 
or 
remain under 
county 
control. 


LAFCO members felt the study to 
be eligible for Federal suj^ort should 
include the entire South Coast area. 
Now the area is such a study appears 
to be steadily enlarging, 


A study could be extremely worth­ 
while, county officials feel, in that it 
would provide solid data which could be 
used to save taxpayers untold thous­ 
ands of dollars. The aim is such a study 
would be to use the factual material to 
avoid costly duplication of services by the 
various public agencies in given areas. 


Such services as public transporta­ 
tion, sewer, water, air pollution and 
pollution control, pest abatement, 
and 
recreation are seen as some of the ser­ 
vices where tax ftinds can be better con- 
trolled through amalgamation processes. 


Johnson, who is administrative offi(v 
er of the county as well as LAFCO ex^ 
ecutive officer, is expected to make 
some type of progress report to LAFCO 
at its next session in Santa Barbara 
Thursday, Dec. 11,

Music on magnetic tape has 
grown rapidly in the past few 
years to the point where it now 
accounts for more than 20 per­ 
cent of all U . S . recorded music 
sales. 
As more and inert people 
have 
become 
interested 
in 
taped stereo music, some con­ 
fusion has been generated over 
which recording format is best 
for 
which 
use. 
Prerecorded 
tapes are offered in four con­ 
figurations: Open reel; 4-track 
cartridge; 8-track cartridge; 
and cassette. 
If you’re considering gifts in 
these lines, here/s a handy 
shopping guide to today’s tape 
formats: 
Open Reel; The oldest of the 
four formats is the familiar 
reel of tape, normally seven 
inches in diameter. This is a 
popular music and recording 
medium for classical and high 
fidelity enthusiasts. Open reel 
tape recorders are often found 
in component stereo systems. 
Equipment advances such as 
automatic threading and re­ 
versing have made open reel 
more convenient to use than 
ever before. 
Cartridges: 4-track and 8- 
track cartridges contain single 
endless loops of pre-recorded 
tape in a plastic case and are 
most commonly used in auto­ 
mobile players. The 8-track 
cartridge holds twice as much 
music as the 4-track and now 
has an expanding sales lead 
over the 4-track. Recording is 
difficult on the cartridge for­ 
mats, so their greatest use is in 
the playback of recorded music. 
Cassette: The newest entry 
in the prerecorded tape field, 
the cassette, is becoming the 
most popular. One-fourth the 
size of the cartridge, it also 
houses the tape in a plastic 
case. But that’s the only simi­ 
larity. The cassette holds two 
tiny reels of tape. The format 
offers both monaural and stereo 
playback and recording capa­ 
bilities and is the most con­ 
venient because of its size, ease 
of operation and portability of 
equipment. Cassette player/re­ 
corders are found everywhere, 
in the automobile, the home, 
the school, and on the picnic 
grounds.

It 
is 
really 
the 
opening 
wedge 
toward 
the 


solution of all g ift problems 
since a pipe smoker w ill a l­ 
w ays want another pi)>e, more 
tobacco, pipe tools, humidors, 
tacks, pipe lighters, pouches, 
pipe ash trays or any of hun­ 
dreds of available item.s.
